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CLAIMS 

What is claimed: 

1 . A method of transmitting, receiving, storing and displaying televisioi? 
program data, the method comprising: 

transmitting data including scheduled program data, program gu^ data, and 
cache program data; 

receiving the transmitted data; 
storing the cache program data; 
selecting a cache television program; 

retrieving a portion of the cache program that corresponds to the selected 
cache television program; and 

generating a display of television gr6gram for viewing based upon the retrieved 
portion of cache program data. 

2. The method of clmm 1 wherein the storing of the cache program is based 
upon identifying an identifier assocMed with the cache program data. 
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3. The merfiod of claim 1 wherein a transmission rate of the cache program 
data is different that a retri^al rate of the cache program data. 

4. /The method of claim 3 wherein the transmission rate of the cache program 
data is higher thanythe retrieval rate of the cache program data. 

^5. The method of claim 4 wherein the transmission rate of the cache program 
data is appro'Scimately twice the retrieval rate of the cache program data. 
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6. The method of claim 3 wherein the transmission rate of the cache progranv^ 
data is lower than the retrieval rate of the cache program data. 

7. The method of claim 2 and further comprising: 
transmitting identification data that instructs a receiver aboutjril^ identifier 

associated with the cache program data. 

8. The method of claim 7 and furthgp^mprising: 

maintaining a record of selection r^tfesenting selected cache television programs 
and assessing a fee based upon the record ap^lection. 


The metllod of claim 8 wherein the record of selection is maintained at the 


receiver. 


10. The method of claim 9 wherein the record of selection is maintained in a 
memory^f an access card at the receiver.
